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Bureau Print Precancels 


HESE stamps are frequently re- 

ferred to as simply Bureau Prints 

or Buros, but all U. S. postage 

stamps are, strictly speaking, Bu- 
reau Prints, whether precancelled or not, 
since all stamps are printed at the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing. The 
reason these particular precancels are 
termed Bureau Prints is to distinguish 
them from the less popular precancels 
made at the city whose name appears in 
the precancellation. Bureau Print pre- 
cancels are stamps receiving the precan- 
cellation at the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing. Bureau Print precancels 
are produced in exactly the same man- 
ner as the Molly Pitcher and Hawaii 
commemoratives, the only difference is 
that one is a cancellation and the oth- 
ers are overprints not affecting the 
stamp’s postal use and requiring the 
regular cancellation like any other 
stamp. 

Precancels are stamps cancelled before 
the mail matter on which they are used 
is placed in the mails. Whether the 
precancellation is applied by a printing 
plate, handstamp covering a number of 
stamps, the regular office postmark or 
parcel post canceller, or even a pen 
tuled line or crayon; if the stamp is 
cancelled before it is placed in the post- 
office on a piece of mail, it is a pre- 
cancel. The reasons for the manufac- 
ture of these stamps are several:—1. To 
save time for the postoffice, as they do 
not have to be cancelled again, and thus 
a precancel looks just the same after 
use as before; 2. As a convenience to 
the mailer in that they speed up the 
dispatching of his mailings and protect 
him against loss by theft by his own 
employees since only a permit holder 
may use the stamps; 3. To distinguish a 
particular class of mail. 

The postoffice department itself only 
uses precancels during the month of De- 
cember at parcel post windows to speed 
those mails, saving the delay otherwise 
necessary to cancel the stamps. The 
only other users of precancels are per- 
mit holders, persons who mail a quan- 
tity of circular or package mail at reg- 
ular intervals. The permit costs noth- 
ing, but the holder has to agree to cer- 
tain regulations. The commonest type 
of permit is that for mailing of circulars 
under Section 562 of the Postal Laws 
and Regulations. 





Mailings under this section effect a 
saving for the permit holder of one- 
third of his postage. The usual rate on 
printed matter such as circulars is 144c 
for anything under two ounces. Under 
Section 562 the mailer gets a rate of 
lc each for identical pieces not weigh- 
ing over an ounce and a third, and since 
nearly all circulars mailed come under 
that weight, it can readily be under- 
stood why this type of mailing is so 
popular. The four principal require- 
ments for such mailings are: that “Sec. 
562 P. L. & R.” be printed in the upper 
right corner of the envelope and stamp

be placed directly underneath it; that 
only precanceled stamps may be used; 
minimum mailings shall be 200 pieces 
at a time; the permit holder shall bring 
the mailing to the postoffice bundled 
and marked with facing slips so that 
at the office of mailing only those cir- 
culars will have to be sorted which are 
for states or cities to which less than 
15 pieces in this mailing are addressed, 
all others being prepared in bundles by 
the permit holder, appropriately marked. 
This last provision saves the postoffice 
considerable expense as there is little 
sorting for the clerks to do, principally 
just to put the bundles in the proper 
sacks. 

The other permit holders, those whose 
mailings consist of parcel post, do not 
receive any lower rates of postage, but 
there are two excellent advantages in 
their using precancels. Since only a 
permit holder may use _ precancelled 
stamps, there is no incentive for em- 
ployes or burglars to steal the stamps. 
By using precancels their parcels are 
speeded in dispatching since there is no 
delay at the postoffice to cancel the 
stamps on the package. 

Precancels of local origin can be found 
on stamps as far back as the local post 
stamps of the 1840s, but until the par- 
cel post system came into use in 1912 





precancels were used principally on cir- 
culars and catalogs. Since 1912 with 
the successive modifications of parcel 
post rules, the use of precancels has in- 
creased tremendously, particularly of 
those denominations above the Ic 
stamps. Local postmasters were sup- 
plied with rubber stamps large enough 
to precancel 25 stamps at an impression, 
with special machines for precanceling 
coils, and with special multigraphs or 
printer’s proof presses fitted with elec- 
trotype plates suitable for precanceling 
an entire sheet at a time. Often the 
local printer did the precancelling from 
type set or a plate furnished him, but 
all these methods proved troublesome 
where any quantity of precancels were 
required since the clerks were not print- 
ers and had difficulty in getting good 
results and to add further trouble for 
clerk and printer alike, the gum caused 
the sheets to stick and curl and the 
sheet margins varied so that much spoil- 
age resulted. This caused the printer to 
charge more than the department 
often thought the job was worth. 

As early as 1916 attempts were made 
to precancel stamps at Washington at 
the Bureau but since the flat plate pro- 
cess was still in use for printing our 
stamps there was little economy in do- 
ing the precanceling there and after a 
few experiments the scheme was given 
up after supplying three cities. These 
“experimentals” as they are termed, are 
found only on a few values of the 1916- 
17 series perforated 10 and are easily 
distinguished from the local prints, 
though most of the values are almost 
in the rarity class, with few copies 
known. In addition to the two cities 
whose types of overprint is illustrated, 
Augusta, Maine, was supplied with the 
lc overprinted in type similar to that of 
the New Orleans. 

Bureau Prints as we now know them 
came into general use in 1923, com- 
mencing with the supplying of New 
York City with the 1c perf. 10 of the 
current series. The rotary press enabled 
the precanceling to be done very cheaply 
and easily. All that was done was to 
attach a roll with the precancel plates 
curved round it, to the press so that as 
the continuous sheet of paper wound 
through the press, first the stamp itself 
was printed, then the precancellation 
was printed over this and the roll con- 
tinued on to the gumming apparatus,

after which it was dried and coiled. Later 
the coil of paper is cut into sheets and 
perforated. The precancelling is made 
by a small roller fitted with four plates 
ten subjects wide and five deep for pre- 
canceling sheet stamps or with four 
plates five subjects wide and six sub- 
jects deep for precanceling the coil 
stamps, which are printed like other 
postage stamps except the plate is 170 
subjects. 

The precancel plates are curved elec- 
trotypes made from typeset forms. With 
experience it was found the Bureau 
could do precanceling more economically 
than any other method for offices that 
could use at one time 500,000 sheet 
stamps or 250,000 coil stamps of any 
one denomination. No commemoratives, 
dues, airmails or any flat plate stamps 
(except the above mentioned 1916 ex- 
perimentals) have ever been precan- 
celed by the Bureau, and to further

enhance their interest to collectors and 
to simplify their being collected, no in- 
verts or doubles can occur, a great ad- 
vantage over the careless manner of pre- 
canceling stamps locally. There are no 
made-to-order or favor varieties in Bu- 
reaus. The only errors have been sev- 
eral with incorrect spelling of the city 
mame, quickly corrected. The styles of 
overprints used by the Bureau until Oc- 
tober, 1927, were limited to seven stand- 
ard sty.es as they are generally accept- 
ed, aithough actually there were only 
four different styles or “fonts” of type 
used. Note that types 4, 6, and 10 are 
simply types 3, 5, and 9 set in capitals 
and lower case letters instead of all cap- 
ital letters. 

In October, 1927, the Bureau com- 
menced using one style of type for all 
cities, replacing the old plates with the 
new style as they wore out. The new

been seriously considered to stop the use 
of precancels entirely. To prevent their 
re-use the department has recently de- 
creed that precancels on parcel post 
packages be defaced by a crayon or 
other mark on delivery of the package. 
This effectively prevents re-use, but 
tuins the stamps for collection purposes. 
It also requires the use of as much time 
by the driver or carrier as would have 
been necessary to have canceled the 
stamps in an ordinary manner at office 
of mailing. 

Precancels must be obtained by the 
collector from parcels, etc, as non-per- 
mit holders are not permitted to buy 
Precancel stamps at post offices. Even 
permit holders are not permitted to buy 
any stamps for collection purposes, nor 
are they permitted to sell any precan- 
celled stamps. Most collectors recog- 
nize however that many Bureau blocks 
and coil pairs are obtained in violation 
of these rules. Why the P. O. Depart- 
ment is so strict in such sales has never 

made clear, as if it sold any of 
these stamps, the profit would approach 
100% as the collector- purchaser could 
never use them. Perhaps the best rea- 
son is that by preventing such sales it 
be not annoyed by attempts to use 

the stamps later, and not having to be 





izing in precancels only. Now we can 
expect many dealers to stock them. 

The few dealers who have plugged 
along stocking and popularizing the Bu- 
reaus can now feel well repaid for their 
efforts. Some have predicted that it is 
only a matter of time until Bureaus will 
be listed in specialized catalogs with 
equal rank to that of other types of can- 
cellations, and considering that they 
are the most rigidly supervised cancella- 
tions we have ever had, this hope seems 
justified. 

Most of us collect some kind of can- 
cellation and the Bureau precancel or 
City Stamp is certainly eligible for your 
album pages. Some collectors try for 
their favorite city or state and find they 


can make interesting additions to their | #37 


collection, as they are undoubtedly the 
neatest appearing of all U. S. cancella- 
tions. Then too, for you fellows who 
always like to get in on “the ground 
floor”’—there’s no time like the present. 


An excellent example of exaggeration 
of stamp values is the item in the “Na- 
tal Mercury” of August 4th which claims 
the South Rhodesia Coronation set with 
a face value of 3 pence had been sold in 
London for 30 guineas—$150.00!

Last year for the month of December 
the Agency recorded $86,988.20 in busi- 
ness.

Last year the One-Cent Army and 
Navy stamps were placed on sale in De- 
cember, while this year the Three-Cent 
Virgin Island adhesive will go on sale at 
the Agency, December 16, the day fol- 
lowing the first day sale at Charlotte 
Amalie, capital of the Virgin Islands. 


According to the information going 
the rounds here, many collectors have 
dispatched their Christmas cards to 
Charlotte Amalie, for first day cancella- 
tions on the new Virgin Island stamp. 
The cards will be received in many quar- 
ters a day or so before Christmas, but 
most of them should arrive Christmas 
Eve. 


It is hardly likely that any announce- 
ment will be forthcoming from the Post 
Office Department concerning the 1938 
program of issues until after the holi- 
days. 


Several special issues have already 
been approved and have been announced 
exclusively in this column, all that re- 
mains is the official announcement by 
the P. O. 


It has been reported that the general 
design for the Presidential series has 
been approved, but whether there will 
be a drastic change in design. shape, size 
and colors used is not known at this 
time, nor will postal officials give an 
inkling of what is in store. 


However, there is no reason to believe 
that the new regulars will differ from 
the 1922 issue, other than in design. 
Several changes may be made in the 
general appearances of the commemo- 
rative stamps that will appear from 
time to time in 1938, but these changes 
will probably be small.

Editor’s Notebook 


SINGLES After looking over a bourse 
VS. SETS like the recent one at Akron, 

we can’t help making a few 
comments on what we thought of the 
stamps offered. Searching for several 
recent foreign stamps which were is- 
sued as one denomination of a long set, 
we were impressed by the fact that few 
of the new issues could be supplied 
in other than complete sets. While 
most of us don’t complain when forced 
to buy a set costing fifteen or twenty 
cents in order to obtain a particular 
stamp, we do object to being confront- 
ed with a set heavy with high values 
which either must be purchased to ob- 
tain any one stamp, or else. Or else 
what? Or else not acquire that stamp

at present and go along with the frail 
hope that someday, somewhere, we can 
obtain that stamp without having to 
adopt its expensive brothers and sisters. 
Why some albums come equipped with a 


ter! stock book page at the back is made 


expensively clear—it’s to put those 
other stamps you don’t want but have 
to buy. For, we can of course buy each 
and every set, pick out the one or sev- 
eral stamps we want and bury the rest 
in our duplicates, but soon a consider- 
able sum can be tied up in this man- 
ner, for the average collector has no 
outlet for such odds and ends. A case 
in point: Only one dealer had any of 
the Nicaragua map set (you know, the 
one they nearly went to war about) 
in singles of one denomination, but 
there were plenty of the full sets cost- 
ing some $2.50. Since all the set is of 
uniform design, any one stamp of the 
set would be plenty for many of us. 
Nicaragua not being one of the most 
popular of countries. None of the Con- 
stitution set singly were seen, and any 
one or two of this set would satisfy 
many a collector, considering that the 
printing is so blotchy that the scenes 
have the sameness of a view on a foggy 
night anywhere. 

It isn’t so simple at it would seem 
at first glance for the dealer to stock 
many foreign stamps in singles. Most 
wholesale sources supply new issues only 
in sets, unless the set contains some ex- 
tremely high value stamp such as 20 
pesos or five pounds. If the dealer 
tries to satisfy the demand for singles 
by breaking sets, he usually winds up 
behind the well-known eight ball by 
having on his hands the high values 
and too often they become permanent 
members of his stock. These sets, de- 
spite the ready sale of the low values 
represent a loss as the sale of the lower 
values doesn’t match the investment 
tied up in the high values. Thus, it 
looks at our first trial balance, that 
either the collector or the dealer is 
‘bound to wind up stuck with a lot of 
stamps they do not want, but we think 
the situation is far from hopeless. 

If the dealers would demand and im- 
press their suppliers that they can use 
new stamps singly in quantities of each 
design or certain classes of designs, 
there should be a steady change in pres- 
ent stamp stocks and a healthy one. 
Reading the new issue reports, we find 
that even those countries whose chief 
industry appears to be the manufac- 
ture of stamps, do issue larger quanti- 
ties of various values, particularly of 
regular issues where the designs are 
often duplicated.

Random Notes

The St. Joseph, Mo., Chamber of 
Commerce has announced it has been as- 
sured by Washington that a commemo- 
rative stamp will be issued to mark the 
100th anniversary of the Platte Purchase. 
The stamp would be released next fall 
at the time of a general celebration at 
St. Joseph. The chamber has not re- 
vealed the source of the promise that a 
stamp will be issued. 

The celebration and the stamp, if the 
promise materializes, will be a year late 
inasmuch as the Platte Purchase was a 
Congressional Act of 1837 in which the 
entire northwest section of Missouri was 
acquired from the Indian owners. Six 
counties were formed from the purchase. 





A doctor friend, who also is a collector, 
tells me of this incident. From his want 
list an Eastern stamp firm sent the doc- 
tor an item priced at $1.40. The doctor 
knew that other dealers were asking 
$2.50 for the stamp so he promptly add- 
ed it to his collection and congratulated 
himself upon a bargain. Several weeks 
later he received a letter from the stamp 
company stating that it had mispriced 
the stamp sold to him and asking that 
he pay an additional dollar. What would 
you have done? The doctor met the sit- 
uation in this manner. He offered to re- 
turn the stamp if the company would not 
only return his $1.40 but reimburse him 
for all postage costs. At last report he 
had heard nothing more. 





There is a crying need for an organiza- 
tion, similar to the Visiting Firemen of 
Philately, in the Middle West. The Vis- 
iting Firemen, who confine their activi- 
ties to the eastern section of the country, 
have dedicated themselves to putting life 
into every stamp party. This is no re- 
flection on the clubs of the Middle West 
but I am sure they would welcome as- 
sistance from outsiders when the annual 
party time rolls around. I understand 
that such an organization is to be 
launched this winter. 





Hawaiian tradition snapped into action 
on Oct. 18 as the Hawaii commemorative 
stamp went on sale. Out of the dim past 
comes the belief that the heavens heave 
with thunder and the earth trembles 
whenever a chief is connected with an 
important event. Early morning of the 
day the Kamehameha the Great stamp 
was released, thunder reverberated over 
Honolulu and shortly after midnight a 
sharp quake rocked Hilo. This interest- 
ing sidelight on the stamp sale comes 
from Harold Yanagi of Honolulu who 
also provides the information that Kame- 
hameha was born on a stormy November 
night and tradition says that the air was 
filled with thunder and a new star ap- 
peared.

Buro BREAKS 


There are several collectors following 
this dubious field of collecting to the 
Nth degree. Just the other day, I found 
out that some of the breaks are sought 
and discovered with a magnifying glass. 
This is carrying the thing too far, to my 
notion, of course my notions seldom 
meaning anything. From the city of 
Columbus, O., alone, I am told that 


over seventy breaks occur in the bureau 
plates used for that place. The Pre- 
cancel Bee used to illustrate a page or 
so of breaks pretty near every issue, but 
have not been doing so lately. I do 
not know whether a lack of interest 
caused this or not; surely, it could not 
have been because of a lack of breaks. 
Considering these breaks themselves, es- 
pecially the minute ones, it is hard for 
me to believe that every one listed as 
a break is a real break in the plate. I 
have printed too much, myself, to know 
how ink will act, how rolls will work 
and how easily the combination of the 
two can make a form of good type look 
like it was old and broken. Although 
the bureau has the best of machinery 
and materials to work with, there can- 
not help but be times that things will 
not work smoothly and all their work 
be perfect. Perhaps, at starting the 
press is not inking perfectly, not nearly 
bad enough to discard the sheets run, 
but bad enough to make it look like 
they were printed from broken plates. 
In a few minutes the inking is OK and 
by that time several thousand stamps 
are printed. What about an instance 
like that? After all, the bureau. prints 
are for commercial uses primarily and 
not for collectors. There can be no 
doubt that there are a number of breaks 
on the plates used to print the bureau
